Y Lord Sunderland has already had di- 
vers Conferences with the Envoys Ex- 
traordinary of England and Holland, 
upon the Affairs of Hungary ; and ‘tis 
thought that the 2 laft mention’d Mi- 

nifters will be going hence next Week in company 
with Count Wratiflau for Neutra, where Prince Ra- 
gotski and Count Berezeni now are, in order to treat 
with them of the projeéted Accommodation: And 
this is ‘h: ratper believ’d, becaufe we have Advice 
by an Exprefs arriv’d this Day from Hungary, that 
moft of the Malecontents long for an Accommodati- 
on, and that nothing now remains to be done, but to 
revail with the Heads of them to confent to the 
F erms propos’d. General Herbeville having fome 
days ago pafs’'d the Danube at Gota with his Army, 
that under Prince Ragotski retir’d, part towards the 
‘Towns in che Mountains of the Upper Hungary, and 
part towards the River Theiffe, to avoid coming to a 
new Engagement with our Army : But they firft left 
a numerous Garrifon in Nuehaufel and provided that 
Place with ftore of all things neceffary for a vigorous 
Refiftance in cafe of Attack: General Herbeville fee- 
ing this, began to march for Buda the 26th of this 
Month with moft Part of bis Troops, in order to joyn 
the Forces Count Glockelsberg commands on that 
fide, defigning afterwards to march towards the 
Theiffe in fearch of the Malecontents. He has left 
General Palfi with fome Infantry in the Ifland of 
Schut, to keep in Awe the Garrifon of Neuhaufel, 
and fome other Troops the Malecontents have ftill 
left in the Lower Hungary. They have abandon'd 
the Fort they were in Poffeifion of on this fide Fuld- 
war ; 2nd fince their Chiefs have at length yielded 
not to iefift on the 3 Points that were the greateft 
Obftacie to the Pfojeét of Accommodation with 
them, we flatter ourfelves that this Negotiation will 
have a happy Succefs. 
From the Bruffels Gazette, dated September 15, 
Vienna, Augu& r9. On the 27th 4 Companies of 
the Regiment of Frifen arriv’d here by Water, and 
this day they marchd towardsthe Moravia to re- 
inforce the Troops appointed to guard that River. 
Orders have been fent into Moravia to raife the Mi- 
litia of that Province, and diftribute them on the 
Frontiers, that in concert with the regular Troops 
that are there, they may defend the Pafles, during 
the Remotenefs of the Troops under General Herbe- 
ville, who has left General Palfi with fome Thou- 
fands of Men in the Ifland of Schut, and is march’d 
with the reft of his Army towards Buda, to joyn the 
Forces under General Glockelsberg, and act on that 
fide againft the Malecontents, by paffing the Danube, 
in order to fend a Detachment through the Upper 
Hungary to fuccour General Rabutin in Tranfilvania. 
Prince Ragotski is again advanc’d with a Body of 
Malecontents to Neutra, and Count Berezeni was 3 
days ago at Scalitz, and had caus'd the Caftle of 
Goding to be invefted by 4000 Men. By Letters 
from Buda of the 22d we learn, That our Troops 
who are in the Fort of Fedwar on this fide the Da- 
nube, pafs’d that River in the Night in Saicks, fur- 
-priz’d the Workmen who were employ’d to demolifh 


the Enemy’s Fort over againft Fedwar, kill’d all that 
were there and took 6 Pieces of Cannon. The Male- 
contents have taken at Vicegrad 2 Boats loaded with 
Wood, going from Gran to Buda. ’Tis confirm’d 
they have demolifh’d Tockay and Zathmar, and 
tranfported to Ethfeck the Artillery and Ammunition 
they found in them : That in Tranfilvaria they have 
made themfelves Mafters of the red Tower and of 
Deva ; and that Count Caroli after having wel! gar- 
rifon’d thofePofts, came and encamp’d with his Troops 
in the Neighbourhood of Debrezan, from whence 
he has fent a Detachment to joyn Prince Ragotski. 
From the Leiden Gazette, Jared September 15. 
Vienna, Sept. 2. We have recciv’d Advice, that 
General Herbeville, after he had joyn’d General 
Glockelsberg near Buda, pafs’d the Danube there 
with his Army, to endeavour to puta itop to the 
Progrefs of the Malecontents on thar fide. Some 
fay that his Defign is to go fuccour Tranfilvania, but 
this is not certain, nor indeed probable. But be that 
how it will, we had an Account Yefterday by an 
Exprefs, That the Troops of the Malecontents, who 
have kept Great-Waradin fo long biock’d up, have 
broke up that Blockade, and are retir’d with Precipi- 
tation, {ome into the Mountains, fome to the ocher 
fide cf the Theiffe ; and this they did upon Intelli- 
gence being given them, that General Herbeville was 
marching to attack them. The Peafants around 
Great-Waradin, whom they had compell’d to :ake 
Arms for them, are likewife fled with them for fear 
of Punifhment, and have carry'd off all their Cattle 
and beft Effects. The Malecontents have commit- 
ted another Ravage in Moravia, having burnt one 
whole Village, piliag’d feveral others, put to the 
Sword fome of the Inhabitants, and f{eiz’d many o- 
thers, with all their Cattle: After which they retir'd 
with their Prifoners and Booty. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated September 18. 
Vienna, Sept. 5. The Deputies of Hungary are. 
gone hence to inform the Chiefs of the Malecontents 
of the Arrival of the Minifters of England and 
Holland, and that his Imperial Majefty confents to 
make choice of Tirnau for the Place of Treaty. 
Thofe Minifters have written fume Letters to the 
Malecontents, moft of whom feem enough inclin’d 
to Peace, and with that a general Diet a Horfeback 
were to be held near Tirnau ; but the French and 
their Adherents fet all their Wits to work to oppofe 
it. The Nobility of Moravia have,begun to mount 
a Horfeback to defend their Frontiers. Count Bere- 
zeni continues encamp’d near Scalirz. A Detachment 
of his Troops is befieging the Caftle of Goedingen, 
and he has fent 3 Officers with fome Hungarians and 
Tartars toward St. John’s, to endeayourto make an Ir- 
ruption into Auftria by the way of Kochenau. Thefe 
Troops commit dreadful Diforders where-ever they 
come. We have receiv’d :he Confirmation of Gene- 
ral Herbeville’s having pafs’d the Danube ar Peft, to 
continue his March towards the Upper Hungary. 
- From the Harlem Courant, dated Seprember 19. 
Vienna, September 5. An Officer, who arriv’d ye- 
fterday from our Army in Hungary, reports, that 
after they had made fome Feinrs as if they defign’d 
to pafs the Danube about Gutta, [upon which 
Prince Ragotski threw a ftrong Garrifon into New- 
haufel, and went with moft of his Army, and 
fted himfelf near Nitria]. they march’d all of a 
ddain towards Comorra, where they actually pa{s’d 
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che. Danube on the 24th and 27th of laft Month, -

Danube in the Country of Rabau or thereabouts, to 
keep all things quiet on that fide : That General Her-

upwards of 15000 Men, was march’d forward to- 
wards Buda, where in all appearance he pais'd the

victual that Place ; that after that, General Glock- 
elsberg, with the above-mention’d two Regiments 
of Bareith and Feltz, and with one of Fcor, which 
"twas believ'd would be the. Regiment of Salm or of 
Toller, was to be detach'd towards Tranfilvania, to 
fuccour that Province, to reinforce General Rabutin 
with thefe fteth Troops, and to fupply bim with 
Money and other Necellaries : Tha: the reft of the 
Army was to miarch from Great-Waradin to Erlau, 
Cafchau, and other Places in Upper Hungary : That 
the Army had with ic a Train of about 20 Pieces of 
Cannon: That a fufficiens Quantity of heavy Ar- 
tille Ammunition anc other Neceffaries for a Siege 
Jay ready ac Bods: Thar Artillery-Horfes enough 
were provided: And laftly, That the Army was 
better paid than formerly, and all the Troops in a 
good Condition. Several Letters from Hungary fur- 
ther fav, Thar upon thefe Motions of the Imperial 
Army, Prince Ragorski and the Malecontents were at 
aftand what to do next; but “tis likely they will 
come to fome Refulution at Serafchin on the Ipol, 
where “ris faid they are already affembled. Mean. 
while Ragotski has order'd the Nobility of Hun- 
gary to mount every Man of them a Horfeback; 
fo that we muft yet wait to be certain how they 
ftand difpos'd to a Peace, rill we bave an Account 
thereof from their Deputies Vifa and Ockolicia- 
ni, who are this Day gone back to them, witha 
new Difvatches from this Court; as likewife to 
inform them that the Minifters who are co be the 
Mediators are ready to come to them, when they 
have recciv'd their neceffary Paffoorts: Moreover 
that his Imperial Majefty confents that Tirnau be the 
Place of Meeting, and that a Geffation of Arms 
fhould be agreed on for fome Leagues round the 
Town during ehe Treaty. The Mediators are.ro cake 
with them rhe Emperor’s Declaration concerning the 
hereditary Succeifion to the Crown of Hungary, 
with which the Malecontents will have reafoa to be 
fatisfy'd. Mean while on the fide of Moravia things 
begin to be in a betrer Pofture ot Defence.
